“At no tim e has the ow nership 
of the land (by the Indians) been 
involved,” he said in a statem ent 
over long distance telephone to 
The D esert Sun. “The sole ques­ 
tion was w hether 
the Indians 
held the land 
as tribal lands, 
owned by the tribe as d istrict 
court judges and th e U. S. circuit 
court of appeals have held 
or 
w hether an attem pt to allot lands 
to individual Indians has been in 
effect even if the secretary of 
the Interior has not approved the 
program .” 
(In its decision Monday 
the 
Suprem e C ourt ruled th at 
the 
secretary of the Interior has no 
right to refuse to issue patents 
to land u nder an act of congress 
m erely because of a change in 
the departm ental policy.) 


RIGHT TO SUE 


“It was held by the Suprem e 
C ourt th a t Lee A renas has 
the 
right to prove, if he can, in a trial 
of the m atter, that the allotm ent 
of certain lands is valid and th at 
he should be issued a patent,”

Hangman Slain Is 


Visitor In Village 


Harold K irkpatrick, of Pom ona, 
who w ent to Europe to to u r the 
continent on a bicycle a n d who 
rem ained to atten d university in 
Czechoslovakia and later to teach 
English 
there, 
was 
in 
Palm 
Springs yesterday and told of 
some of th e horrors or th e Nazi 
invasion of th a t country an d the 
brutalities of th e G estapo. His 
nose was broken during a line-up 
of students in a prison by the 
Nazis. 
K irkpatrick w as arrested three 
times, once w hen a stu d en t and 
tw ice after th e U nited S ta tes en­ 
tered the w ar. The last tim e he 


w as sent to a concentration cam p 
to rem ain until repatriated, via 
Lisbon. 
He w as in Czechoslovakia from 
1939 until 1942 and saw m uch of 
the conditions there in the G er­ 
man invasion. In an article in 
Life M agazine this week he tells 
of the assassination of R einhard 
Heydrich, the Nazi H angm an in 
Prague which he w itnessed. K irk ­ 
patrick w as bu t a block aw ay 
when H eydrich’s autom obile w as 
w aylaid and he was killed w ith a 
hand grenade and a revolver. 
Many of his associates at school 
and in Prague w ere m urdered by 
the Nazis during their continuous 
terror reign 
K irkpatrick was here w ith Jo e 
Valente, of Los Angelete, w ho 
showed colored motion pictures 
of Czechoslovakia to th e Lions 
club here yesterday.

Nesmith Is Again 


Given Awards For 


Inventive Ability 


If there’s a better way to do a 
job, Ralph Nesmith, Villager, will 
find it, in the opinion of civilian 
and military personnel at Tor- 
ney General Hospital. 
Some time ago Mr. Nesmith, 
foreman of the hospital laundry, 
won a $60 award through 
the 
Employees Suggestion and 
Cash 
Award program of the War De­ 
partm ent. On Saturday, Lt. Col. 
E. T. Thompson, executive offi­ 
cer of the hospital presented 
a 
second award in the amount of 
$40 to Mr. Nesmith for his idea 
of a better way to open wet bar­ 
racks bags. 


STU D IE S PROBLEM 


Each week the Torney General 
Hospital laundry handles an av­ 
erage of 960 barracks bags, and 
when all are wet or even damp 
it is a slow job to get them open 
by hand. Noticing that consider­ 
able time was being lost through 
no fault of the employees hand­ 
ling the bags, Mr. Nesmith stud­ 
ied the problem and within 
a 
week had his mechanical opener 
installed and operating satisfac­ 
torily. Now there is no longer a 
difficulty with denim and rope, 
which when wet, refuse to move 
except under extreme pressure. 
Estimated saving in labor on 
960 damp or wet bags is 90 hours 
per six day week. On this basis, 
m onetary saving over one year 
would amount to $3,300. Initial 
cost of installing the opener which 
can be operated with one hand is 
$10 plus one week’s work. 


N ATIO NAL USAGE 


Los Angeles office of the Ninth 
Service Command 
which made 
the award indicated 
that 
the 
suggestion is being forwarded to 
Washington for possible adoption 
on a nation wide scale in other 
laundries where a similar prob­ 
lem exists. 
A nother of Mr. Nesmith’s in­ 
ventions, an “ACE” bandage roll­ 
er has also been submitted to the 
War Department 
for approval. 
This simple 
gadget which has 
been in use at the laundry 
for 
some tim e has proven to be one 
of the greatest time savers in­ 
stalled to date. When operated 
electrically it enables a woman to 
accomplish as much w ork in two 
hours as 
she would normally 
turn out in an eight hour day. 
Laundry employees at Tomey, 
who are constantly having their 
work problems solved by 
Mr. 
Nesmith, applauded heartily when 
he was presented with his second 
award Saturday. 
We are indeed fortunate to 
have such an ingenious employee 
on the hospital staff,” said 
Lt. 
Col. Thompson in presenting the 
award.
